CASTLEBAR 
MERCHANT'S ESTATE 


(BEFORE HR. JUSTICE MENEDITH. 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 


| action which was brought by James Walter 


Durean, of Castlebar, against his mother, 
Bridget. Durcan; his brothers, John K. Dur- 
can, Thomas F. Durcan, and Patrick J. 
Durcan; his sisters, Mary K. Murphy, ‘and 
Julia Agnes Durcan, and Giles Barrett, 
trustee of a family agreement. 

The plainfiff, claiming to be next-of-kin, 
sought an order for the administration of the 
estate of his father, Thomas Durcan, general 
trader and merchant. of Castlebar, who died 
intestate in July, 1927, and a declaration that 
a family agreement of July, 1929, regarding 
the distribution of the assets was not binding 
upon him. 

The defence was thut the plaintiff was a 
party to the family agreement, and the de- 
fendants counter-claimed that this agreement 
should be performed by the plaintiff under 
une direction of the Court. 

During the hearing of the case it was stated 
that the deceased, Thomas Durcan, had, be- 
fore his death, assigned certain property to 
his children, and that after his death Bridget 
Durcan, his widow, had been granted letters 
of administration of his estate. ‘The family 
agreement for the distribution of the assets 
amongst “the widow and children was re- 
pudiated by the plaintiff, who alleged that he 
was prejudiced hy it, 

INTENDED MARRIAGE. 

_ Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the gc Ag mart Thomas 
Durcan, who was a well-to-do business man, 
and who left a considerable estate, had in- 
tendal the business for his son, Thomas. 
There was delay in the administration of the 
estate, but in 1929 matters were speeded up 
owing to what was stated to be a serious 
trouble that had arisen in the family. The 
“* ttouble ” was the intended marriage of the 
my The marriage took place, and Mrs. 

urcan said that the lady was stealing her son. 
A conference between all the rties en- 
sued, and an arrangement was mF by which 
each was to get a share of the assets. When 
the draft of the agreement was prepared, and 
James had got independent legal advice and 
refused to sign the document, a lively dis- 
cussion followed. Eventually the. widow and 
the children signed, and the deed was exe- 
cuted. A few days afterwards, however, 
Jamé¢s repudiated the deed. 

Reviewing the circumstances, Mr. Justice 
Meredith expressed the opinion that the 
settlement of James’s share was obtained 
under the undue influence of his mother. He 
could not grant specific performance of the 
agreement, which was asked for by the de- 
fendants, and he held that the agreement 
Signed immediately after the deed was pro- 
eured in the mistaken view that the children 
had to return the advances made to them 
by their father during his life, instead of 
merely accounting for them. The deed pro- 
ceeded on the same mistake, and the trust 
in regard to the houses left to James would 
be restricted. 

COUNTER-CLAIM DISMISSED.

again, leaving just a coating of cream on 
the sides of the jar, Place a square of 
velveteen or chamois in the jar and leave it 
for a couple of days. It will then be found 
evenly impregnated with just enough polish 
to secure a brilliant gloss without stickiness. 

For windows—Dip a piece of crumbled news- 
paper in a shallow vessel holding a little 
paraffin. This quickly removes dirt. To 

lish off, use soft tissue paper or a cloth.

Eggs for the Winter. 


A reminder, before I close. Eggs are 
getting cheap now, and it will soon time 
to put them in preservative for winter use, 

The best results are secured with clean, 
new-laid eggs, which must be quite cold 
before immersion. ‘nly badly-soiled eggs 
should he washed—and then use cold water. 

Eggs must be packed in galvanised iron or 
glazed earthenware crocks, with the narrow 
ends down, and it is very important to have 
them comnletely covered with the preserva- 
tives solution. Store them in a cool place, 
and cover the jar with a lid or board to 
prevent evaporation and keep out dust. 

Waterglass is the most usual preservative, 
but a good one can be made by placing one 
peund of lime in a galvanised iron bucket, 
adding two gallons of boiling water. and 
when this cools, adding two handfuls of salt.

Jferrings For Preakfast— 
Or ing Other Time. 


The herring is one of the most nutritious 
of fish, containing plenty of fat; and one of 
the cheapest too, and it has the additional 
advantage of being available at all times of 
the year, There are several good ways of 
cooking ‘herrings besides the usual frying or 
baking with vinegar and water, . 

They are delicious grilled. Brush the fish 
with salad oil and grill on both sides before 
a clear fire. Put a small piece of butter on 
each herring and serve with mustard sauce 
(this is a white sauce with a teaspoonful of 
made mustard added). = 

Curried herrings are prepared by boiling 
five herrings for ten minutes. Then remove 
skin and bones and flake the fish. Fry'a 
small chopped onion until golden brown in 
an ounce of margarine, add one ounce of 
flour, one tablespoonful of curry powder, 
seasoning, and a chopped apple. When 
brown, add a half pint of fish stock and 
boil for a few minutes, stirring well. Pour 
this over the herrings and serve with rice. 

For stuffed herrings make the stuffing in 
the usual way of suet, parsley, mixed herbs, 
breadcrumbs, and seasoning, and bind with 


as far as possible, placing the gammon and. 


milk or egg. Remove heads, tails and back- 
bones of the herrings, put a little stuffing 
at the tail end, and roll up. Brush the fish 
with egg, sprinkle with breadcrumbs, put a 
small piece of butter on each, and bake for 
half an hour. Garnish with parsley and cut 
lemon. 

Herrings prepared as indicated are an in- 
expensive and welcome change from bacon 
and eggs at this time of the vear, for break- 
fast. They can be prepared the night before 
to be reheated in the morning.

My recent Arc gp on Old Parr, 
England’s Methuselah, prompts a corre- 
spondent to send me a note on some Irish 
centenarians. 

Perhaps, he says, the strangest of Irish 
centenarians was Martha Hanna, a dwarf 
of only four feet seven in height, who 
lived to the age of 126. Born in 1682, she 
was able to recall at her death the shots 
that she heard fired at Dungannon in 
1690. John Leary, who died in 1812, had 
lived during the reigns of six kings, and 
stated that is age was over 120. e had 
married eight wives, the eighth marriage 
lace in his hundred and third 
year. Never having known a day’s illness, 
he was surrounded by a vast circle of 
descendants ; for he had been the father of 
no less than seven thriving families. F 

Another who deserves notice, though he 
died considerably younger than the rest, 
is Charles Macklin, the actor, whose age 
is said by some to have been 106. Macklin 
was the son of a saddler. He led what is 
commonly called a “ roving life,’’ and was 
a man of wild habits. To the very end cf 
his days he never variéd his manner cof 
living, but led the same wild life, refus- 
ing to alter his erratic hours or to mode- 
rate his large appetite for alcohol. Never- 
theless, he preserved his bodily activity 
to his last hour, though his mind un-

Aristide Briand. 


This week M. Aristide Briand’s friends 
in Paris have been celebrating the silver 
jubilee of his entry into ministerial office 
in France. It was in 1906 that M. Rriand 
entered his first Cabinet, and since then 
he has had one of the most spectacular 

careers in modern 
politics. He has been 
we thrice Minister of 

Justice, four times 

Minister of the In- 
terior, twice Minister 
for Education, six- 

m teen times Minister 

é for Foreign Affairs, 
“and eleven times 
LL Prime Minister. 

=< During his twenty- 

five years’ career as 
a Minister he has 
sérved in twenty-five 
Governments and has 
held thirty-six dis- 
tinct portfolios. 

In 1894 he championed “the. general 
strike ; yet in 1910 he crushed a strike 
on the railways by calling the railwaymen 
to the colours. It was to carry the 
separation of Church and State that he 
first took office in 1906. and it was he who 
re-established diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican in the face of strong opposi- 
tion ten years ago. Since 1925 he has 
been continuously Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in many Ministries, so that any 
other Minister for Foreign Affairs is now 
almost inconceivable, and his presence at 
the Quai d’Orsay seems as essential to 
Europe as to France.

Cosmopolitan Cities. 


If asked to name the most cosmopolitan 
city in the world to-day, the majority of 
om le, I suppose, would mention New 

ork at once. Shanghai, however, holds 
the distinction; for I see that no fewer 
than fifty nationalities appear among its 
inhabitants, The recent census at 
Shanghai, including for the first time an 
enumeration of the International Settle- 
ment, shows that the total population is 
5,156,800, of which 3,006,900 are Chinese 
and the remainder foreign. Of these, the 
largest group is the Japanese, the British 
coming second and the Russian third. ‘In 
New York the 1930 figures indicated that, 
out of a population of 6,930,400, the foreign 
contingent amounted to about 1,850,000. 
The largest in that centre was the Italian, 
followed by the Russian, with the British 
ranking third. London is in ho sense a 
polyglot metropolis like Shanghai or New 
York. In its 1921 population of 4,484,500 
the foreign-born residents numbered only 
117,900. Russia claimed the largest pro- 
a pay with Poland, France and America 
ollowing in reduced order. I+ will be in- 
teresting to study the comparisons of the 
present count when they become available, 


‘Popular Petrol Pumps. 


_A commercial traveller who motored to 
Newry a few days ago tells me that he 
could not help smiling when he observed 
the imposing array of petrol pumps on the 
Free State side of the political frontier. 
He also noticed that the majority of the 
motor cars took the precaution to “ fill 
up’ before entering Northern. Ireland, 
and that many cars bound south arrived 
at the border with only a spot of motor 
Spirit in their tanks.

The reason is, of course, 
that knowledge of Irish is essential in all 
competitive examinations, and Cork has 
not kept up to the pace set in Dublin. 

Speakers at the meeting did not ques- 
tion the wisdom or otherwise of the policy 
of the Free State Government in relation 
to the Irish language. but were content 
to accept it as a means to an end. 
Apparently they are keen students of the 
Public Appointments lists published from 
time to time, which show, it is claimed, 
that the well-remunerated public posi- 
tions, hitherto filled in many instances 
by clever pupils of primary schools, are 
now pretty much the preserve of the 
favoured few, whose training includes 
Irish as a subject as well as a teaching 
medium, 
Cork City and County, which furnished a 
respectable quota of candidates for public 
offices, the teaching and other professions, 
there has been a marked falling off, due 
mainly to the lack of early training in 
Irish and to the almost complete absence 
of Irish as a teaching medium in the 
schools of the South. 

So far there has not been a word of 
complaint against this proposal from the 
many schools in the city, but it is likeiy 
to come. The Irish language is taught in 
nearly évery school thronghout' the 
province, to the satisfaction of the 
Education Department; bit with the 
setting up of this type of school, new 
to the South, the averages of the other 
schools are likely to fall rapidly— 
and they are low already—as was 
shown by the reports placed before 
the Teachers’ Congress when it met in 
Cork some weeks ago.

Cork Committee.

A meeting of the Cork District Executive 
of the Irish Farmers’ Union, representative 
of prominent Southern horse-breeders, was 
held in Midleton this evening to consider a 
scheme, initiated by Major Watt, M.F.H., 
for, the. purpose. of procuring mares from 
England suitable for breeding high-class 
weight-carrving hunters. 

Mr, Brazier, M.C.C., who presided, sub- 
mitted the findings of the Joint Committee 
formed by the Cork .Committee of Agricul- 
ture and the Munster Agncultural Society, 
which met ‘in Cork early to-day, and 
whose . views’ were that the expenses 
of bringing such animals across from 
England would be too great, in view 
of the probabilities of sterility in the 
cases of aged animals. They also felt that 
there was considerable lack of high-c!ass cart 
horses in the country at present, owing to 
the Department's refusal to licence sires, 
It was also their opinion that a modified 
form. of the scheme «subpifitted “to the 
Minister for Agriculture last. year would 
more aptly meet. the situation, whereby a 
subsidy would be given to retain high-class 
filiies for breeding, *which could subsequently 
be sold without any resulting harm. 

Mr. Fitagerald, Clonmult Stud, comph- 
mented Major Watt on the scheme, stating 
that, while a subsidy was advisable for those 
who. had -fillies to breed from, the importa- 


tion of mares would help the man who had 
none. He mentioned that the Department 
had refused to licente a heavy sire recently 
bronght by him from England. 

The Chairman said, while the breeding of 
heavy horses was important, it should be 
kept quite distinct from jAunter-breeding. 

Mr. Furney, Covkbeg,.said he looked upon 
breeding from the cart marés desirable as the 
progeny from such a source would be suit- 
able for any purpose, while that of thorough- 
bred mares, Mu not suitable, was useless. 

Mr. Moore, Walshtown Stud, emphasised 
the importanee of the retention of the hunter 
breeding industry, and gave it as his opinion 
that breeding from the cart mare was un- 
desirable, a fayoured the idea of :mporta- 
tion of the highcst class of mares, such as 
chargers, which, he said, were usuaily found 
to be absolutely sound.

™ ONSIDERABLE progress has been made 
E with the construction of the new dock 
on the County Antrim side of Belfast 
Harbour, which will correspond with” the 
Musgrave channel on the south side of the 
main harbour entrance. The timber ponds 
between Dufferin road and Duncrue are 
rapidly being converted into a deep water 
dock. Over five hundred men are employed 
upon the construction work, and*a powerful 
dredger gradually is deepening the channei 
and widetiing the entrance. The total cost of 
the scheme amoutits to over £400,000. and 
when conipleted it will add considerably to 
the facilities available at Belfast for handling 
foreign and other cargoes. The quayage of 
the new dock will be about 2,000 lineal feet, 
and of this amount 1,020 will have a depth of 
thirty feet, and the balance a depth _of 
twenty-three feet at low water. The new 
dock, like the Musgrave channel, will have a 
direct entrance from the Victoria charmel, 
and ships will not have to come up the nar- 
row entrance at the Twin Islands. This new 
channel entrance is being cut, and a large 
quantity of ground is being reclaimed in the 
vicinity of the new dock, which will eventu-

The first of .these.vew. Industries.sall be 
the erection of a large Hour mill for. Messrs. 
Joseph Rank, Ltd. in addition to the con- 
struction of the mill, Messrs. lank, Ltd., at 
their own expense, are constructing two 
quays, one 420 feet long, with depth of 
thirty feet at low water, and the other 180 
feet long, with a depth of twenty-three feet 
at low water. These quays on completion 
will become the property of the Harbour 
Commissioners, and will be maintained by 
them. It is expected that the work upon 
the new dock will occupy another two years, 
and it is being carried out by the Harbour 
Commissioners, with the assistance’ of the 
Northern Government, as an unemployment 
relief scheme. 

Much of the dredzved material from the 
entrance to the new dock is being. used to 
augment the large tract of land réclaimed 
by the Harbour Board on the County Down 
side of the lough. The Belfast and County 
Down. Railway formerly ran alongside the sea 
at-this point, but with the reclamation scheme 
in progress it is now several hundred yards 
inland. A new road is being constructed on 
the seaward side of the railway, and the 
Holywood Urban Council ts being induced to 
extend this road to Holywood. If that is 
done the new highway will be an additional 
road into the centre of Belfast, and wyll en- 
able motorists and others to reach Bangor 
without having to go through the congested 
Ballymacarrett and Newtownards road area. 


Fires in Carpenters 


Shop.

DUNDALK, Saturday. 

Two fires within ten davs m a carpeiiters’ 
shop at the Great Northern Railway works 
were investigated in the Dundalk Cirewt 
Cowrt last night in a claim for compensation 
made by the company for malicious damace. 
A sum of £250 was claimed by the company, 
and there were claims by carpenters for the 
destruction of tools in the shop 

Mr. Campbell, barrister-at-law, for 
company, said that the fact that two. fires 
occurred within ten days in a place where 
there never had been a fire in the whole 
history of the company was certainly sugges- 
tive. It was difficult to understand a reason 
for malice, seeing that the Railway Company 
were the biggest employers of labour im the 
town. 

Mr. H. A. McGiffen, district engineer, 
described the damage done, and said that 
he did not agree with the theory that the 
fire might have been due to a spark from 
the stove in the shop. The stove was not 
lighted after five o'clock in the afternoon, 
and the second fire did not occur until. late 
at night.

Pembroke Public Library is the younc est 
of the municipal libraries, but is in some 
respects the most advanced. English oak.

surprise that in Pembroke it was possible at 
a moment's notice for the librarian to give an 
answer to the ever-interesting questico

Leonard Crawley, the young schoolmaster who, 
five or six years ago, was playing golf and cricket 
for Cambridge University, won_ the Enghsh 
Amateur Championship when, at Hunstanton on 
Saturday in the 36 holes final, he beat William 
Sutton, an international golfer, who won the title 
two years ago, by one hole. 

Crawley won after being down all the way from 
the first hole in the morning witil he had taken 
the lead for the first time at the fifth hole in the 
second round, and then he retained his grip on the 
match so tightly that the golfing skill of Sutton 
was unavailing. Actually Crawley lost the first 
three holes of the match. He was tired, nervous 
and feotsore after a long week of golf, and he 
seemed to have spent his efforts. While he was 
able to outdrive Sutton sometimes by as much as 
fifty yards, he was timid with his irons, while 
Sutton wielded his with such dexterity that it was 
generally Crawley who had to hole putts to halve 
holes. 

This went on until Sutton, in a. gale of wind, 
reached the tenth hole in the first round in a re- 
markable average of fours, and was four holes up. 
Then came rain to add to the diseomfort and 
difficulties, and in the storm, which was almost a 
hurricane, Crawley staged a magnificent recovery. 
Each player was round in 77 strokes. Crawley
